LONDON, Feb. 8.—The fourth ses- 
sion of the fourteenth parliament of 
Queen Vi(îtoria and the 
twenty- 
sixth 
of the united kingdom was 
opened by commission, at 2 o'clock 
this afternoon, with the customary 
ceremonies. 


SPEECH FROM THE THRONE. 


The queen's speech was as fol- 
lows : 
"My Lords and Gentlemen: 


"My relations with the other pow- 
ers continue friendly. 
The negotia- 
tions between the sultan of Turkey 
and the king of Greece have 
been 
brought to a conclusion by the sign- 
ing of a treaty 
of peace, 
under 
which the territorial relations be- 
tween the two powers are practically 
unchanged. The question of the au- 
tonomous government of the Island 
of Crete has occupied the attention 
of the pov/ers. 
The difficulty of ar- 
riving at a unanimous agreement on 
some points has unduly protracted 
the deliberations, but I hope these 
obstacles will before long be 
sur- 
mounted, 
Intelligence, which is ap- 
parentl}'- trustworthy', was received 
of the intention of the khalifa to 
advance against the Egyptian a r m y 
in the Soudan, and I have therefore 
given directions that 
a contingent 
of British 
troops .should be dis- 
patched to Berber to the assistance 
of his highness, 
the khedive. 
I 
have concludcd a treaty of 
friend- 
ship and commerce with his majesty, 
the emi^eror of Abyssinia. 


DEPRESSION IN INDIA. 


"The report of the commission I 
appointed in December, 189(5, to in- 
quire into the condition 
of certain 
of my West 
Indian colonies, 
has 
conclusively established 
the exist- 
ence of severe depression 
in those 
colonies, caused by the heavy fall in 
the price of sugar, which is mainly 
attributable to the reduction in the 
cost of production and the great in- 
crease in its extent of recent years. 
Bat the fall has been artificially 
stimulated by the system of boun- 
ties 
to 
producers 
and 
manu- 
facturers of beet roots are 
main- 
tained in m a n y 
European 
states. 
There are signs of growing opinion 
in those states that this system is 
injurious to the general interests of 
their jjopulation 
and 
communica- 
tions are now in progress between 
m y government 
and 
the govern- 
ment principally concerned, with a 
view to a conference on the subject, 
which I trust may result in the abo- 
lition of the bounties. 
in mean- 
time, 
measures will be proposed to 
you for the relief of the immediate 
necessities of the West Indian col- 
onies, for encouraging other indus- 
tries and 
for assistance 
thosa,en- 
gaged in sugar cultivation to tide 
over the present crisis. 


REVOLT OF TRIBESMEN. 


"On the northwestern borders of 
my 
Indian 
empire, 
an organized 
outbreak 
of 
fanaticism, 
which 
spread in 
the summer along 
the 
frontier, induced many of the tribes 
to break 
their engagements 
with 
my government to attack the mili- 
tary posts in their vicinity and even 
to invade the settled district of 
my 
territory, 
I was compelled to send 
expeditions 
against 
the 
offend- 
ing 
tribes, 
for 
the 
punishment 
of 
the 
outrages 
and 
to 
insure 
peace 
in 
the 
future. 
A 
por- 
tion 
of 
the 
Afridi 
tribes 
have 
not yet accepted the terms 
offered 
them, but elsewhere the operations 
have 
been brought 
to a very suc- 
cessful close. 
The courage and en- 
durance 
exhibited 
by m y troops, 
British and native, have - overcome 
almost insuperable difficulties in the 
country in which they were operat- 
ing, but 1 have to deplore the 
loss 
of many 
valuable 
lives, 
both 
amongst my own troops and 
these 
whose services were 
voluntarily 
and loyally placed at 
m y 
disposal 
by the native princes of iiiy Indian 
empire, ' ' 


A BRIGHT 
PROSPECT. 


Her majesty then rejoices at the 
fact that there is reason to antici- 
pate a prosperous year, both for 
agriculture and commerce, through- 
out Indiana, 


"Gentlemen of the House of Com- 
mons : The estimates which will 
be laid before you have been framed 
with the utmost desire for economy ; 
but, in view of the enormous arma- 
ments now maintained by other na- 
tions the duty of providing for the 
defense of the empire involves an 
expenditure beyond former proco- 
dent." 


Dealing with the proposed legisla-

Curfuw Law a Kcasoiiabl« liesti-icliun. 
Even among those who are op- 
pn.sed to the abstract ])rinci])le of a 
cnrfew law there will be found 
none to dissent from the ])roposi- 
tion that something ought to be 
done to restrict the 
freedom of 
young boys and girls to roam the 
streets at night. 
A curfew law has 
been proved by a wide experience to 
do this better than any other means 
yet devised. 


A curfew law is a reasonable, 
rational and effective ijolice regu- 
lation purposed to a special need 
just as are laws against gambling, 
selling liqiTor during certain pre- 
scribed hours, carrying concealed 
weapons, 
the assembling of dis- 
orderly crowds, and the like. 
It is 
no more unreasonable and in no 
greater degree an interference with 
or a restriction of personal liberty 
than those la%vs just cited in in- 
stance. 
Those laws do not bear 
upon those who never pursue the 
acts proscribed. 
Nor will a curfew 
law fall upon any youth whose time 
is not spent at an imin-oper hour of 
night upon the street or any parent 
who throws about his children the 
safeguard of proper restriction of 
liberty. 
It is meant for and touches 
only those who 
ignore essential 
moral conditions. 


No argument is 
necessary 
to 
prove that boys and girls of tender 
age should be kept off the streets at 
night. 
That fact enforces itself 
palpably upon common sense. 
The 
streets are night schools of hood- 
lumism and the transition from the 
hoodlum to the criminal is rapid 
and inevitable. 
The curfew law 
will reduce to the minimum the per- 
centage of youthful hoodlums. 
It 
will lay the nand of constituted au- 
thority upon the young boy who 
has progressed to the point of de- 
fiance of parental restraint and it 
will bring directly face to face with 
his responsibility to law and to so- 
ciety the parent who is indifferent 
to the kind of man his son is grow- 
ing into. 


There is great and 
immediate 
need of a curfew law 
in 
Fort 
Wayne. 
Those who obstruct the 
enactment of it will have to answer 
for their acts.

WASHraoTON, Feb. 8.—Bepresent- 
ative Robinson, of Indiana, intends 
to make a strong fight against the 
policy of the present republican 
congress in the matter of pensions, 
not concerning the amount of the 
pension appropriations nor as to 
present pension laws, but as to the 
policy of the present congress in 
suppressing 
meritorious 
pension 
bills while posing as peculiarly the 
friends of the old sdldiers. 


There wiasmo coinmittee on in- 
valid , pensions appointed' in the 
house daring the spfici&'l session, 
and notwithstanding ,the fact that 
the iniles expressly require the com- 
mittee on invalid pensions to meet 
once a week, the day fixed having 
always been Friday, for the consid- 
eration of private bills, no meeting 
has yet been held during the present 
session of congress. 


The senate committee on ijensions, 
on January 11, adopted a new set of 
rules very much more drastic than 
any ever 
adopted 
before. 
The 
house committee on invalid pen- 
sions has not as yet adopted new 
rules, but it is understood that with- 
in a few days it will i)ass rules as 
stringent as tho-se now in force in 
tho senate. 


The i)articalar case in which Con- 
gressman Robinson will use for the 
l)oint for his attack against the re- 
publicans for their policy of smoth- 
ering all private i)ension bills is a 
peculiarly meritorious and interest- 
ing one. 
Joshua Parker, of Fort 
Wayne, Ind., enlisted April 20, 1861, 
for one year in the Twelfth Indiana 
regiment. 
At the expiration of this 
term of service he re-eiflisted for 
the war in the Eighty-eighth In- 
diana regiment. 
He was wound- 
ed in the side at 
Chickamagua, 
a large bone of his rib showing a 
very considerable excrescence. 
At 
Missionary Ridge he lost the sight 
of one eye by the bursting of a cap. 
The other eye is now practically 
blind. 
At Bentonsville, N. C., he 
was wounded in the right hip by a 
gun shot. 
Tho loss of both arms 
completed iiis list of catastroi)hes. 
Both arms are off close to the shoul- 
ders, making the use of artificial 
arms impossible, even if he was not 
blind H!ul badly crippled. 


Several years ago Parker came to 
Washington on foot, limping pain- 
fully every step of the 700 miles, 
accompanied by his faithful wife, 
who carried a small hand organ, 
with which they earned a scanty 
support. 
He obtained the indorse- 
ment of ex-President Harrison and 
other prominent men to his pen- 
sion p;i.i)ers, and through these se- 
cured -iil a month. 
He then re- 
turned to Fort Wayne, on foot as he 
had come to Washington. 
Parker 
had, prior to the war, saved a com- 
fortable sum, which by this time 
had entirely been exhausted. 
He 
lost some ])roperty in Fort Wayne, 
to which he had a claim, the pen- 
sion l)ureau declined to grant him a 
})ension, 
and he again came to 
Washingtou on foot. 
Since coming 
he has, in addition to his other 
troubles, been so sorely alllicted 
•with rheumatism that it has re- 
(luired almost the entire time of his 
Vv'ife to take care of him. 


A bill to increase his pension to 
ifi'lO a month, introduced by Senator 
Voorhees in the Fifty-fourth con- 
gress, passed the senate, but no ac- 
tion was taken upon it by the house. 
A similar bill was introduced at the 
special session last spring by Sena- 
tor Turpie, Avhich passed with the 
favorable endorsement 
of 
Mark 
Hanna and that measure now lies 
in a pigeonhole in the room occu- 
pied by the committee on invalid 
pensions in the house. 


Parker's record as a soldier is an 
unusually good one, he having more 
than once received special mention 
for bravery and courage. 
It is this 
case that Congressman Robinson 
will make the subject of an attack 
upon the republicans for smother- 
ing all private pension bills at this 
session, except those introduced by 
members of tho invalid pension 
committee, 
while posing as the 
special friends and champions of 
the old soldiers.

OLDEST ENGINEER. 


Thomas Tollc.^ , ol lho i*itt.sl>urg, 
Claims Tliat tioiioi-.

Last Sunday's Chicago Chronicle 
contained a column article 
giving 
the railway career of what 
the 
writer of the sketch claimed was 
the oldest locomotive engineer in 
])oint of service in the United States 
and his home w^as notât Fort Wayne 
either. 
Now, this city has long 
claimed that distinction and there 
are dozens of old rail way men ready 
to suhstantiate the claim by bring- 
ing forth the man to whom the 
honor 
belongs. 
Concerning 
this 
matter, a well known citizen writes 
THE SENTINEL as follows : 


'•The oldest engineer in the United 
States, if not in the world, in iwint 
of service, is still running, as he has 
for the past forty-five years, on the 
Pennsylvania lines and for a great 
many yeiirs on the Western division 
of the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne and 
Chicago road. 


"Thomas Telley, who resides wùth 
his family in a comfortable home at 
11 West Williams street, has been 
an engineer for the term mentioned 
and during all of it has been in the 
the service on the 
Pennsylvania 
system. 
He commenced his career 
as a fireman away back in the '4(»s, 
and was promoted to engineer at 
Alleirheny. Pa., in 18.52, by the late 
Ceorge W. (ilass, then master me- 
c'lanic of tlu; road. 
The 
railway, 
which is now known as the 
Penn- 
sylvania, was at that time called 
the Ohio and Pennsylvania, and it 
extended only from Allegheny to 
(Jrestline. 


"The Pennsylvania road proper 
then extended from New York to 
Pittsburg and (X)nnection was made 
at the latter point for the west 
by 
means 
of 
a 
ferry 
boat. 
Soon afterwards, however, a bridge 
was built across the river and it 
may be mentioned here that 'Uncle' 
Toto Telley, as he is called by the 
railw^ay inen, w^os at the throttle of 
the engine which made the first 
trip over the structure. 
The con- 
ductor of the train hauled by Mr. 
Telley was Charles (.Torliain, father 
of Superintendent C. D. Gorham, of 
the Nickel Plate. 


' 'In those days engines were dis- 
tinguished by names, instead of by 
numbers, as in the present day. 
The engine which Mr. Telley then 
had charge of was the 'Ohio, ' That 
was in i8â7. 


across iba AllegÎi^y/iflT^icomiect- 


and 


ooiitiiiaoas libe from'New York to 
Crestline, whiob point was then the 
western terminus of the Ohio and 
Pennsylvania road. 


"When the road was completed 
to Fort Wayne, 
and later to Chi- 
Ciigo, Mr. Telley was transferred to 
the western division and given ii 
run between Chicago 
and 
Fort 
Wajmc, 
with headquarters in the 
latter city, a position he still holds, 
making almost daily trips over the 
road. 


"It may be well to note in this 
connection that Mr. Telley, during 
his remarkable railway service has 
probably ridden 
more miles than 
any other man in the United States. 
Comjmting 100 miles a day, 
which 
is regarded a low estimate, Mr. Tel- 
ley traveled 3(), 500 miles each year 
and during the forty-five years of 
his service, 
1,G42,.')00. 
The enor- 
mity of these figures can better be 
realized when we state that the dis- 
tance they represent is 
sixty-six 
times greater than the circumfer- 
ence of the earth. 


"Mr. Telley is not a seeker of pub- 
licity, and is modest in speaking of 
his railway service, but the claims 
of the Chicago man, when the mat- 
ter Avas brought to his attention by 
the wn-itcr, called forth the remark : 
'I firmly believe that I am the old- 
est locomotive engineer, in point of 
continuous service, in the 
world, 
and could, I think, if it. were neces- 
sary, produce amjile proof to sub- 
stantiate the assertion. 
However, 
this is not much to be proud of. 
I 
do take considerable pride, however, 
in the fact that during my service I 
never 
met 
with an 
accident in 
which any jierson was killed or ser- 
iously in.iured.' 


"Mr. Telley said that his 
old 
friend, 
Ed. 
Wood worth, now of 
Pixley & Company's clothing store, 
was his conduf^tor forty years ago. 
During the great fire in Chicago Mr. 
Telley was the engineer of the train 
which was engaged in hauling peo- 
ple to places of safety. 
That was a 
thrilling time and one the old engi- 
neer will iieyer forget. 
Mr. Telley 
is now running on trains 39 asnd 38, 
between Chicago and Fort W a ^ e . ' '

The latter road has rdcebtly

made by the Lake Erie and 
Western from Akron to New Castle 
and they will build the extension 
as rapidly as the Buffalo, Rochester 
and Pittsburg builds to meet it. 
A 
traffic contract has been 
agreed 
upon between the two companies 
and it is reported that a through 
line will be completed before the 
end of the year. 
At New Castle 
connections will be made with the 
Pittsburg and Erie division of the 
Vanderbilt system and at 
Butler 
with the Pittsburg, Bessemer and 
Lake Erie railway, the latter giving 
access to the Carnegie establish- 
ments and the Connellsville coke 
region.
